CHAPTER IDI. 
AN ACT to amend chapter 197 of the laws of this 
aute, passed in the year 1881, entitled an act 
to re-citabliah a municipal court for Rock 
county. 
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represent­ 
ed in Senate aud Assembly, do enact as fol­ 
lows : 
Section I In all actions brought in the munic­ 
ipal court for Rock county, where an attach­ 
ment shall tie issued upon an affidavit made by 
or on behalf of the plaintiff,and the debt or de­ 
mand mentioned in such affidavit exceeds the 
sum of two hundred dollars, such attachment 
(•bulI be issued in the manner provided in chap­ 
ter 121 of the revised statutes, entitled “of at­ 
tachments,” and all the provisions of said chap­ 
ter 121 shall be applicable to any such attach­ 
ment in said court. 
Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publica­ 
tion.

I was wit to see some of the American 
opium smokers, of whom Dr. Kane, in 


appointment to take me 
about. 
As we stood for a moment in the 
shelter of the doorway of a public house 
two women passed us. 
They had just 
turned out of Chatham Square. They 
Wore long ulsters cut close to tho figure 
aud fashionably made. Their shoulders 
were protected by deep fur capes. Their 
heads wid faces were pretty effectively 
wrapped up, and a lilted silk umbrella 
concealed them still further. They passed 
a few yards beyond us, and then turned 
and disappeared down a cellar-way. 
“ We shall see them again later on.” my 
companion said, aud be led tile way to 
the first place of our investigation, which 
is just below Mott Street in Chatham 
Square1. 
It looked like a deserted bar­ 
racks. The moist fog from outside had 
invaded it. 
its bunks, or platforms, 
built all around the walls, were unoccu­ 
pied. A young Chinaman stood in the 
middle of tile room, smoking a tobacco 
pipe with a long stem and a bowl the size 
of a child's thimble. 
“Halloo!” exclaimed my companion, 
•‘where are the smokers ?” 
“For week, no,” returned the China­ 
man, smiling gloomily, and shaking his 
bead. 
“What; no American smokers?” 
“ For week, no.” 
“ Why? Did they steal all your pipes?” 
“ Yah, steal some.” 
The fact was, ae my companion ex­ 
plained to me afterward, that American 
smokers had cleared out of this place be­ 
cause it was not kept clean, It is true 
that the American smokers are occasion­ 
ally nimble-fingered gentlemen, who are 
not averse to appropriating without pay 
a really good pipe when they find it, but 
they are neat in their personal habits and 
cannot stand vermin. 
Oar second visit was to an opium cel­ 
lar, or “joint,” in Mott Street. It is one 
of the few which arc favored by Ameri­ 
can smokers, and they frequent it for 
the reason that its tidiness is measurable, 
that its pipes are good, and that the 
opium supplied is Ii yurt, or of the No. I 
grade. The cellarw ay leading to it Is 
like most of the others in Mott Street. 
▲ citizen who did not know what was 
on the oilier side of the door woald hesi­ 
tate about descending into it. It was 
about three o'clock in the afternoon 
when we went in. 
As the door closed 
behind us all the dismal suggestion of 
the fog and the rain was shutout I had

Chinaman with round silver spectacles

In a room behind all this we cadie 
upon the smokers. There were eight, 
an men. Only one was a Chinaman; 
he was tightly rolled up in a horse blanket 
aad fast asleep. 'Two only w ere smoking 
opium. 
The others were smoking to­ 
bacco and conversing. 
This bow l of the opium pipe is called 
so only by courtesy. 
It is the size and 
nearly the shape of a door knob, made 
of metal or clay, and solid save for a 
hole that would be tilled by a knitting 
needle, and that leads down through its 
center into the bamboo stem.

on the bowl like a small washer, the 
opening left in it by the steel n<*cdle com- 


•ready and I replied that I was. 
He tilt­ 
ed the opium pin against the flame, and 
T performed rapidly with my lips the op­ 
eration that I have* always found to suc- 
,eeed so admirably in smoking a tobacco 
pipe. 
I think it wa« about the most fu­ 
tile effort that I ever made. 
It seemed 
as if I were sucking at all ounlooi'S, and 
in a moment the pill took lo flaming 
and sputtering in a most alarming way. 
and my companion adjured me to 44 hold 
on.”

TIX4 Man#facture of Tiles. 


Tiles, being a thinner ware than bricks 
have to be made of a purer am! stronger 
clay. 
They also require more canali' 
treatment, but the process of manufacture 
Is not essentially different, 'lliere arr 
many varieties of tiles, hut for practical 
purposes they may I*' reduced to three, 
namely, paving tiles, rooting tiles and 
drain tiles. 
In weathering, the clay is 
spread in layers of about two inch* 
thickness during winter, and each layer 
is allowed the benefit of at least one 
night’* frost before lite succeeding layer 
is put upon it. 
Sometimes tile process is efl'ected by 
sunshine. The comminuted clay is next 
placed in nits and allowed to mellow or 
ripen under water. Then it is passed 
puff I 
iuthi 
through the pus: mill, and the tempered 


small counter, lay Poppy, the proprietor.

product cut iu thin slices with a piece of 
wire fixed to two handles, in order to 
detect an>' stones, and then passed 
through the pug mill again, after which 
it is generally ready for moulding. To 
take the case of pan tiles (hand moulded), 
the moulder turns tho tile out of the 
flat mould on the washing-off frame, on 
the covered surface of which, with very 
wet hands, he washes it into a curved 
shape. Then he strikes it with a semi- 
cylindrical instrument called the ^player 
and conveys it on this to the flat back, 
Where he deposits it, with the convex 
side uppermost, and removing the sp ry ­ 
er, leaves the tile to dry. The tile Is 
afterwards beaten on the thwacking 
frame, to correct any warping that may 
have occurred, and trimmed with the 
thwacking knife. 
In the kiln, which is 
constructed with arched furnaces at the 
base of a conical erection called the dome, 
tile tiles arc cicely stacked iu upright 
position, ona bottom of vitrified bricks. 
The fuel used is coal, and the burning 
continues usually about six days. 
Iii 
making pipe dram tiles, the clay is first 
moulded to a proper length, width and 
thickness, then wrapped around a drum; 
the edges arc closed together, and the 
tile is carefully shaped by the operator’s 
hand, sometimes assisted by a wooden 
tool. Tiles as well as bricks can be made 
by machinery; with suitable dies almost 
any form of tile may be thus had, which 
is producible by the advance of a given 
section of clay parallel to itself. In other 
machines pressure is exerted on the clay 
in a mould.—Scientific American,
